HAVANA’S NEW BRIDGE. 


Planned to Be Unique In Height, Cone 
struction and Approach. 

The harbor of Havana, Cuba, long 
admitted to be one of the handsomest 
in the world, will xhortly be spanned 
by a bridge unique in height, construc- 
tion and approach. . 

For years it has been planned to 
erect a bridge from the Morro castle 
side of the Havana hurbor to the city 
side, but this undertaking has always 
been postponed because of the large 
amount of heavy sea traffic which 
would of necessity bave to pass be- 
neath the bridge and because of the 
difference in levels between the two 
sides of the harbor. The former ob- 
jection, engineers said, would neces- 
sitate a bridge over 250 feet in height 
and the latter would entail a tong 
and very costly approach on the city 
side of the harbor. 

Modern engineering methods, how- 
ever, have provided solutions for both 
of these problems, and the bridge will 
soon be commenced, the Cuban con- 
gress baving appropriated $2,500,000 
for the constructiun of the giant span. 

The bridge itself will be nearly 300 
feet above the surface of the harbor, 
thus allowing the largest’ vessels afloat 
to pass beneath -without-danger to 
their superstructure. There will be 
but a single span to the bridge, sup- 
ported by massive masonry pillars at 
either side. The central portion of the 
bridge will be “raised so as to offer 
additional protection to, vessels passing 
beneath it.—Popular Blectricity. 


FASTER OCEAN LINERS. 


Thirty Knot Ships Wait on the Genius 
of Engine Designers. 

In the year recently ended we have 
seen the last word in modern ship- 
building appear in New York harbor, 
and it would perhaps-be interesting te 
consider the strides made in this cen- 
tury. In 1900 the twenty-three knot 
Deutschland won the blue ribbon of the 


Atlantic, and when the Cunarders with 


twenty-six knots to their credit obtain- 
ed the place it was prophesied that in a 
few years the four day thirty knot boat 
would be seen; but, though the sizes of 
ships have increased and shortly the 
giant Imperator will no longer be the 
Mammoth of the seas, the speed has 
dropped. Economy in space, in fuel, ia 
cost of operation, bas compelled a halt, 
and we seem to have reactfed for the 
moment the practical, highest speed of 
@ transatlantic boat. 

That the limit is actually reached ts 
hardly possible, but the burden of in- 
creased speed lies now not with the 
ship designer, but with the engine de 
signer. A smaller engine of higher 
speed with sume as yet unknown re 
duction gear and we shall have the 
thirty knot boat in economical practical 
form.

Powdery Scab of 
Potatoes. 


Some time ago it was found that 
there existed in the eastern provinces 
of Canada, viz: Prince Edward Is- 
land, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Quebec a disease of the potato 
tuber known as Corky or better 
Powdery Scab, which had probably 
been present, at least in some local- 
ities, for a number of years, but not 
distinguished from thedisease known 
as Common Scab. 

While this disease, under Canadian 
conditions, has so far only m one 
instance given indications of being 
more destructive than Common 
Scab, it is nevertheless a very unde- 
sireable malady to have permanent- 
ly established in potato growing land. 
As a@ result of the discovery of Pow- 
dery Scab, the United States’ auth- 
orities, through fear of introducing 
the disease, have anacted that pota- 
toes shall not enter the United States 
except under a rigorous system of 
certification, which includes a cer- 
tificate to the effect that the potatoes 
were raised in an area in which 
neither Potato Canker nor Powdery 
Scab exists. If the export with the 
United States ‘is to be regained in 
face of the existing regulations the 
methods directed ‘towards the erad- 
ication of the disease must be follow- 
ed intelligently and ina thorough 


‘| spirit of co-operation. 


In-order to familiarize the farmers 
of Canada with this disease Mr. J. 
W. Eastham, Chief Assistant Botan- 
ist of the Central Experimental 
Farm has prepared a comprehensive 
circular entitled Powdery Scab of 
Potatoes, which is Farmers’ Circular 
No. 5 of the Division of Botany and 
is available to all who make applica- 
tion for it to the Publications Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa. 

The nature, symtoms, and pre- 
ventive methods are fully outlined 
and the following summary of re- 
commendations for control of Pow- 
dery Scab are given: - 

1. Use only ‘‘seed’? from a crop 
free from the disease. 

2. Disinfect such ‘‘seed’’ to des-| . 
troy any stray disease germs, 

8. Use land known to be free from 
the disease. In most areas this will 
have to be land not previously plant- 
ed to potatoes, 

4. Do not plant potatoes again i in 
land which has shown the disease. 
If possible seed such land to grass. 

5. Isolate thé crop from any field 


ishowing the disease, and take all 


possible precautions to avoid the 
spores from this cropéeattered where 
they infect other potatoes. 

6. Pay special attention to the 
cleaning, and, if necessary, disin- 
fection of implements which may 
carry the disease.
